John Schroth 982 Superior-si, own- 


er of a farm rented by his son Robert 


(H-*S>chroth at Stephensville is one of the 


losers in one of the largest fires in 
that locality in ye-ars, occurring about 
4 o'clock Wednesday afternoon. 


The other fire was at the Charles 


Thomas farm, town of Cicero, about 
5 miles from Seymour. It broke out 
about 3 o'clock Thursday morning-. 


HAT FEEDS FLAMES 


Combustion in the hay barn at the 


Schroth farm is believed 
to 
have 


caused the fire there. The building 
Is 40 by 150 feet in size, 
equipped 


elaborately with modern dairy equip- 
ment, and contained 110 loads of hay 
which ignited qu'ckly and made a 
seething furnace of the structure in 
a short time. 


Neighbors flocked to the farm and 


tried to save the other buildings, but 
met with little success. 
A wind fan- 


ning the flames in the opposite direc- 
, tion from the Schroth home 
saved 


that building. 


All of the large machines used on 


the farm, which 
were on the barn 


floor, were ruined by flames which 
burned the structure to the ground. 
The loss also included a ton of bran. 


1,800 
bushels of oats and other feed 


and 
equipment. 
A 
dairy 
house, 


chicken coop and storm shed also were 
consumed. 
Mr. Schroth's horses were 


saved and 32 valuable dairy . cows 
were in a pasture safe from harm. 
Silage in a concrete silo probably will 
be salvaged. 


LOSES MACHINE 


Joseph Kettner also suffered a loss 


through this tire. His corn shredder 
had just been hauled to the farm for 
some work to be done there and was 
in the barn. Mr. Schroth's loss is cov- 
ered partially 
by insurance and he 


plans to rebuild at once. 


Mr. Thomas 
awoke 
during 
the 


night and discovered that his barn 
•was in flames, presumably from com- 
bustion. He awoke his wife and then 
hastened to th«s barn, where ho was 
able to remove his three horses and 
fourteen cows. 
Nine head of cows, 


two calves, thirteen hogs and about 
Jour hundred chickens perished in the 
flames. 


LOSS HEAVY 


The buildings burned to the ground 


Included the harn, silo, hen house, hog 


pen, 
granary and corn crib. Neigh- 


bors also assisted here in large num- 
bers and saved the homestead. Straw 
stacks, corn shocks, 2,000 bushels of 
grain and 25 loads of hay were in- 
cluded in the loss. 


Mr. Thomas says he has been hit 


heavily by the fire loss and may not 
be able to rebuild. He could not esti- 
mate the loss but said he had insur- 
ance amounting to about $2,COO.

labor, a. representative of capital and 
a neutral. It consists of three neu- 
trals. 
The decision is. final only in 


the sense that if the Supreme court 
of the state or the Supreme court of 
the United States doesn't find ground 
for reversing it the mandate must be 
obeyed or a severe 
penalty

IS SOUP FOOD OB BEVERAGE? 


"When is it best to eat soup, a. reader wants to 


know, at the beginning of the meal, in the middle 
of the meal or just before the dessert? 
And is 


soup nourishing and what kind is best? 


Soup is an extremely variable article. 
Some- 


times it is a food; then again about the third day 
when it gets down to a homeopathic third dilution 
it is unquestionably a beverage. There are soups 
which are in themselves good square meals. And 
there are soups which might pass very well as 
cambric tea attenuated sea watet 


Clear meat stock soup or broth, save for the 


small amount of fat floating on the- top, has practi- 
cally no nutritive value, containing very little if 
any of the protein substance of the meat, but mere- 
ly \he extractives, which certainly have a pleasant 
flavor but no food value. These extractives chiefly, 
and the heat of the soup secondly, stimulate the ap- 
petite and the secretion of hydrochloric acid (muria- 
tic acid) in the stomach. This may be a desirable 
thing for certain invalids and for persons who are 
underweight and not hearty of appetite. 
It is 


assuredly an undesirable thing for persons who 
are already overweight. 
The logical time to take soup, if at all, is at the 


beginning of a meal. 
When soup is thick and contains pieces or meat 


and perhaps vegetables then it becomes a highly 
nutritious article, of course. Various concentrated 
preparations are used for the extemporaneous pre- 
paration of soup broth or bouillon, of a flavor pleas- 
ins to some palates, but such soup neither relieves 
fatigue Aor nourishes in the slightest degree; in fact 
the ^material is chiefly salt, so the beverage is in 
effect highly salted and peppered hot water with a 
flavoring of" meat extractives. 
The nutritious mat- 


ter of meat cannot be dissolved in water, hot or 


Tomato soup, as purchased in cans, has about 


the same nutritive value as clam chowder and mock 
turtle soup—some ISO calories to the pound. Chick- 
en soup yields about 100 calories to tho pound, pea 
soup 235 calories, beef soup 120 calories, bouillon 
only 50 calories. 
For children, invalids and the undernourished in 


general soup is an excellent item of diet. 
The 


cheaper cuts of meat may be economically used for 
making soup. A school girl's lunch may well con- 
sist of nothing else than hot soup containing bits 
of the meat, as many vegetables as possible and a 
fair amount of fat floating on the surface, together 
with some bread.
